A Lively Mill in Which the 
Cook is Cooked. 


A FAIR FIGHT TO THE FISISH . 


Two Athletes Determ ine T heir Merits 
in a T w enty-four-Foot 
Ring:* 


Between the hours of 3 and 4 yes­ 
terday morning Spring street, between 
the Nadeau Hotel and the Brunswick, 
was a grand hack stand. 
Vehicles lined 
the space and the drivers thereof, like 
the fabled Sphinx, gave no sign of the 
secret of their preeence there. 
Groups 
of men gathered upon the sidewalk or 
sauntered up and down. At 4 :15 or there­ 
abouts, one after another of the well-filled 
hacks drove away to the Arroyo Seco. 
The cause of this mysterious early 
morning excursion was explained when 
half a dozen men began stretching ropes 
in the dancing pavilion until the tradi­ 
tional twenty-four foot ring was made. 
It was, indeed, the spot and place of a 
fistic encounter. 
The principals in tho affair were Jam es 
H arrison, a stereotyper on one of the 
morning papers of this city, and Charley 
Burke, a cook in the employ of the Vi­ 
enna Bakery. After the usual prelimi­ 
naries Trainer Geo. F lint announced 
that the fight would be to a finish for 
scientific points, w ith s)cin gloves, Mar 
quis of Queensberry rules. 
He called 
upon the officers of the law present to 
stop the fight at the beginning or let it 
proceed to the end. They declined to 
interfere. 


SHIED T IIE IR CABTORSS. 
At 6:20 a . m., H arrison, in company 
with his seconds, Fred. Short and George 
Flint, appeared in the ring and took 
their positions in the northeast corner. 
They were soon followed by Burke, his 
second, M artin Murphy, and the bottle- 
holder. 
Harrison wore white tights, 
with purple trunks and white guage 
shirt without sleeves. Bnrke had on 
blue knee-breeches and was stripped to 
the waist. 
The former weighed 138 
pounds and the latter 160. 
Both men 
were in fair condition but showed a lack 
of sufficient training. 
Charles King, the well-known light 
weight of New York City, was selected 
as referee and Joseph Manning time­ 
keeper. 
Bets were freely made on H ar­ 
rison without takers. 
One rash indivi­ 
dual bet twenty dollars on The Kid 
(Burke.) 
A collection was taken uprio 
defray the expenses of the affair, the 
floor 
sanded 
and 
the eager throng 
strained forward in expectancy as at 
6:34 o’clock the referee Called ‘•time.” 


TO TH E SCRATCH. 
The men shook hands and cautiously 
sparred for an opening. 
Harrison led 
out first on Burke’s rib a; there were 
few light exchanges, a clinch, break, and 
Harrison tapped Burke’s cheek just as 
time was called. I t was a very neat bout 
for points. 
SECOND ROUND. 
Burke was aggressive and took H arri­ 
son on the cheek with his left. Harrison 
roturned on Burke’s chin. After sparring 
for wind Harrison planted a stinging 
blow on Burke’s right cheek, quickly 
following with one on his nose, which 
brought the blood. 
(First blood allowed 
Harrison by referee.) Burke rushed a 
little and made a lunge for Harrison’s 
ribs, but fell short. 
Burke was a little 
rattled in this round and showed his dis­ 
comfiture. 


THIRD ROUND. 
Harrison came up boldly while Burke 
looked ugly. 
Harrison rushed the fight­ 
ing and dealt Burke a couple of star­ 
gazers under the left and right eye. At 
this piint of the fight claret flowed freely 
from Bnrke’s nose and from a cut in his 
right cheek. The latter made an effort 
to reach H arrison’s ribs, but again fell 
short. A good cross cut, however, fol­ 
lowed and H arrison’s lip was damaged. 
Here Harrison lost his self-control and 
let out wickedly for Burke and rattled 
the latter’s ivories. 
Burke forced the 
fighting and Harrison dropped against 
the ropes. 
Ho found his feet and again 
was forced to the ropes. 
After some 
rapid exchanges Harrison was rushed 
under the ropes. By this tim e Burke’s 
optics began to close, blood was pouring 
from bis nose and he was short oi wind. 
Harrison let loose some claret and there 
was a slight braise under his left eye. 
The round finished with a clinch. 


FOURTH ROUND. 
Harrison got in several swingers on 
Burke’s face with terrific force. After 
sparring for wind, Burke rallied a little 
and landed on Harrison’B cheek. The 
latter countered with a stinger. A little 
in-fightiog and Harrison dropped. 
Re­ 
fining his feet, Harrison played on 
larke’s eyes, and after a slight retalia­ 
tion by Burke, the former was pushed 
against the ropes. 


FIFTH ROUND. 
Burke came up, and H arrison went in 
to end the round with a rush, and let out 
with 
telling 
sledge-hammer 
blows. 
Burke managed to get in one light blow, 
followed by close fighting, Harrison get­ 
ting in heavily. 
Burke could scarcely 
see. 
His face waB swollen and puffed 
into a purple mass. After a fierce blow 
on his braised and bleeding face he stag­ 
gered to his corner and his second threw 
up the sponge. 
The referee declarod the fight in favor 
of Harrison, whoee friends, jum ping 
over the ropes into the ring, congratul­ 
ated him , while the friends of Burke 
praised him for his gainey work. 
The fight actually lasted thirteen min­ 
utes, barring rests between rounds. 
H arrison’s hands were badly used up, 
b at otherwise he was scarcely hart. 
Burke’s punishm ent was severe, bnt it 
was all on the face and head. 
In other 
ways he was as fresh as a daisy. 
Throughout the affair was most order­ 
ly conducted, and by 7 o’clock the spec­ 
tators were at their places of business or 
accustomed haunts.

Such person should have reg­ 
istered prior to October 2, 1888. 
If the

the County Clerk, a certificate of the fact

The tariff bill proposed by the Repub­ 
lican Senate is at last before the country. 
The first com ment that occurs in this 
connection is that it is in direct conflict 
with the position the Republican party 
has taken on this question since the day 
when Mr. Blaine played the deuce with 
the party by sending over his famous 
Florentine 
Protection 
Mosaic, 
llow 
often have we heard since then that 
there was no surplus anyhow, and that a 
surplus was the proper thing to h av e! 
That is, that we grow rich by over-taxa­ 
tion, and that business is stim ulated 
by the 
withdrawal 
of 
millions of 
dollars from circulation. The framing 
of this tariff bill by the Senate gives both 
these propositions the lie direct. F o r, if 
there is not an excessive amount of rev­ 
enae being raised, then the Senate is 
wrong to reduce the income of the Gov­ 
ernm ent by the 
enormous 
sum 
of 
$75,000,000; and if a surplus is a good 
thiDg then the more we have of it the 
better for u s; but if it is a good thing 
then the Senate should not make this 
movement to stop it. 
The next thought th at occurs is that 
the false cry raised by Mr. Blaine in his 
Florentine letter, and so eagerly taken 
up by all the hide-bound Republican 
press, and all the politicians of that 
stripe, to the effect th at the President’s 
message was a Free Trade movement also 
falls to the ground, and those who approve 
the Senate bill, to be consistent, m ast 
stop the Free Trade cry. Mr. Harrison 
writing, after the question has been un­ 
der discussion for months, and after the 
Conventions of both parties have passed 
judgm ent on it, interprets the Republi­ 
can position with an attem pted aphor­ 
ism to the effect that it is not the 
length of the step 
taken, bnt the 
direction aimed at which makes Free 
Trade 
or 
Protection. 
The 
Senate 
bill takes $6,500,000 off raw materials 
which 
are 
added 
to 
the 
free 
list. 
It takes $27,000,000 off sugar. If 
the one step is shorter than that taken in 
the Mills bill, the other is longer, and 
the general average is quite as vigorous 
a stride towards Free Trade as that taken 
by the bill passed in the Democratic 
House. The result, too, is about the 
same, for both measures aim at getting 
$75,000,000 per annum nearer Free Trade 
than we are now under the present 
schedule. 
Take next the 
method by which

reached, 
and 
all 
in­ 
telligent 
people 
who 
are 
not 
blinded by prejudice m ust see that the 
Senate bill is a reform in the interests of 
the millionaire manufacturers, while the 
bill framed by Mr. Mills is made to 
benefit the people generally. 
In many 
cases the Senate bill íb bo framed as to 
make it impossible for any person not an 
expert in tariff schedules to decide what 
the resultant effect will be. 
We have 
Mr. Sherm an’s word for it that it is 
meant to make the cheaper articles 
cheaper and the finer ones dearer. 
But 
Mr. Sherman is the man who worked 
like 
a 
mole 
in 
the 
dark 
to 
demonetize silver, and of him the people 
may well say: We fear such Greeks 
even bringing gifts. They are likely to find 
enemies in any Trojan horse John Sher­ 
man brings as an offering to the tern pies 
where labor worships,. 
A study of the 
bill reveals the fact at once that m any of 
its provisions consist in changing specific 
to ad valorem duties. No one less skilled 
in schedules than a bureau clerk can tell 
what the resultant effect of such changes 
will be. The Mills bill is all in the 
direction of simplifying the schedule; 
the 
effect 
of 
the 
Senate 
bill is 
to make it still more complicated. 
A specific tax leaves the least loophole 
for fraud, the ad valorem system is an 
open invitation to fraud. Taking the 
cases in which the effect of the two bills 
is plain, it seems apparent that Mr. Sher­ 
m an’s view of w hat his bill will ac­ 
complish is not correct. 
The great 
manufacturer will lose nothing on the 
price of his fabrics; but the workingman 
will not get a shirt, a blanket or a pair 
of stockings cheaper. The iron barons 
will not suffer the value of a cent in their 
enterprises. Mr. Carnegie’s $1,500,000 a 
year income will not be curtailed a cent. 
But the farmer will not be able to buy a 
spade or a horseshoe a cent cheaper. 
The poor m an’s shingles will cost him 
just as m uch; but the lumber mill pro­ 
prietor will still reap all the benefit of a 
tariff which puts many thousands a year 
in his pocket. Luxuries will not be 
raised in price, nor will prime necessities 
be made any cheaper. The Mills bill 
frees sa lt; the Senate bill frees mineral 
waters. The laborer will have to pay 
the same price for his salt and for 
his cabbage; 
but the 
rich 
nabob 
will 
get 
his 
ApollinariB * water, 
and other similar luxuries which he 
mixes with his wines for half price. 
Taking the bill with reference to our 
own state, it is hard to avoid the conclu­ 
sion that we get the worst of it in all ways. 
Passing over minor m atters, such as the 
duty on chicory which is rem itted, that 
on oranges and lemons which is re­ 
duced, beeswax which goes on the free 
list, jute, ramie, etc., which are made 
free, and taking sugar alone, and the 
effect on this Coast will be far more 
disastrous than all the changes in 
the Mills bill could possibly bring about. 
Our raisins 'have made a m arket for 
themaelveB and could well bear a slight 
reduction in the protection they have eu- 
joyed for some years past. Our wool 
men are by all means the gainers,for the 
admission of long staple wools to mix 
with the short stuff we produce. 
The 
State of California la capable of produc­ 
ing sugar for the whole Union if that in­ 
dustry were properly encouraged. 
I t is 
an 
industry 
which 
needs 
pro­ 
tection 
for 
two 
reasons. 
First, 
it 
is, 
in 
the 
truest 
sense 
of 
the word an "infant" industry. 
Sec­ 
ondly, it comes in direct competition 
with free sugar from the Islands.

The New York World published an 
article on Tariff Reform, which is so to 
the point, that we reproduce it as one of 
the best on the subject developed by this 
"Cam paign of thought:" 
A tariff is a tax levied upon foreign 
roducts imported into the United States, 
‘he Republican party advocates a tariff 
for protection. 
The Democratic party 
advocates a tariff for revenue, with inci­ 
dental protection. Tariff legislation in 
the United States since 1824 has been as 
follows, viz.: 
1824 to 1832 a Protective tariff. 
1832 to 1842 a Revenue tariff. 
1842 to 1846 a Protective tariff. 
1846 to 1860 a K e\enue tariff. 
18G0 to 1888 a Protective tariff. 
The average price of American farm 
products in the New York m arket under 
the different systems is as follows: Aver­ 
age price of wheat for five years—1825- 
1829, protective tariff, $1.11; 1834 1838, 
revenue tariff, $1.51; 1842 1846, protec­ 
tive tariff, $1.05; 
1850-1860, revenue

$1.38; in 188d, protective tariff, 89 cents. 
Average price of corn for five years— 
1825-T829, protective tariff, 01 cents;

1860, revenue tariff, 72 cents; 1870 1880, 
protective tariff, 59 cents; 
1880-1886, 
protective tariff, 49 cents. 
Average price of oats for five years— 
1825-1829, protective tariff, 39 cents; 
1834-1838, revenue tariff, 4!» cents; 1842­ 
1846, protective tariff, 30 cents; 1850­ 
1860, revenue tariff’. 54 cents; 1870 1880, 
protective tariff, 43 cents; in 1886, pro­ 
tective tariff, 34 cents. 
The 17,392,000 people engaged in gain­ 
ful pursuits in the United States iu 1880 
were divided as follows: 
Seven million, six-hundred and sev­ 
enty thousand were engaged iu agricul­ 
ture, 4,075,000 in profe sional and per­ 
sonal service, 3,837,0J0 m anufactures, 
mechanics and mining ; 1,810,000 in trade 
and transportation. 
About one million of the above are en­ 
gaged in what is term ed our protective 
industries; the remaii ing 16,000,000 are 
unprotected. The theory of a protective 
tariff is to so levy the < i jvernm ent duties 
as to benefit the Amer.can manufacturer, 
by giving him aD advantage over the for­ 
eign manufacturer in the American m ar­ 
ket. 
This is done by placing the duties on 
imports so high that we cannot buy 
abroad,and must buy from our own m an­ 
ufacturers. 
That this system is of great benefit to 
and confers an im mense advantage upon 
the American manufacturer none will 
deny; but it is a well known fact that a 
law which confeis advantages on one 
class necessatily does it at at th e expense 
of others. 
The following facts show how this sys­ 
tem has affected the great interest'in 
which nearly one-half the American 
people are engaged, agriculture: 
In 1850 the total wealth of the United 
States was, in round numbers, $7,000,­ 
000,000. 
The farm ers’ share of this 
wealth was $4,000,000,000, or over one- 
half. 
In 1860, after ten years of revenue 
tariff, the total wealth had increased to 
$16,000,000,000. The farm ers’ share was 
$8.000,000,000, still one-half. 
In 1880, after tw enty years of protec­ 
tive tariff, the total wealth had increased 
to $43,600,000,000, but the farm ers’ share 
was only $12,000,000,000, or a little over 
one-fourth. 
This shows an equal degree of pros­ 
perity for the farmer from 1850 to 1860 
undera revenue tariff, but it is a dam ag­ 
ing showing for the agricultural interest 
from 1860 to 1880, during tw enty years of 
a protective 
tariff; 
an 
increase 
of 
$4,000,000,000 for the half of people en­ 
gaged in agricultural pursuits, ana $23,­ 
000,000,000 for the other half during 
twenty years of protection. 
W hat does 
this show ? 
Our manufacturing industries have 
prospered at the expense of the agricul­ 
tural interests. 
The farm er has paid the bill and the 
mortgage on his farm is his receipt for 
the m oney! 
It is a significant fact that the raising 
wheat, corn and oats has always 
proved a profitable pursuit in the absence 
of discriminating tariff laws. 
It is also true «that our manufacturers 
did a thriving and prosperous business, 
without the aid of a protective tariff, 
during the fourteen years between 1846 
and 1800. 
We consumed 98 per cent, of their pro­ 
ducts, and they exported the rem aining 
2 per cent. Their total product am ounted 
to 90 per cent, of the am ount necessary 
to satisfy our wants, and we imported 
only the remaining 10 per cent. 
Our factories were not protected in 
those days, only to the extent that a 
tariff for revenue necessarily protects 
them —nor do they need to be to-day. 
Nor was the present high tariff levied 
for the purpose of protecting them . 
It was levied for the purpose of raising 
the necessary revenues to carry on the 
war. 
It was a temporary measure, not in ­ 
tended to be perm anent, as was stated by 
its author, Morrill, of Vermont, in his 
speech advocating its adoption. 
Once iu force, however, its advantages 
were so keenly appreciated by our home 
manufacturer, that he has, during the 
twenty-four years of peace that has fol­ 
lowed the war, successfully resisted all 
efforts to remove it. 
An important question presents itself: 
How much longer can the American 
farmer stand this system ? 
The Democrats are trying to reduce 
the tariff to a revenue basis. 
The Republicans declare in their Na­ 
tional platform that they are "opposed 
to the surrender of any part of our pro­ 
tective system ." 
Ours is a section of farm ing rather 
than of manufacturing interests, and 
therefore the Democratic policy is for our 
benefit, while that of the Republican 
party would continue to tax us on all we 
buy for the benefit of men like Mr. Car­ 
negie of Pittsburg, Mr. Case of Racine, 
Mr. Studebaker of South Bend, or Senator 
Chace of Providence. Charity begins at 
home with a vengeance when it comes 
to a question between the Los Angeles 
farmer and the Eastern millionaire m an­ 
ufacturer.

SENATE TARIFF BILL. 


Its 
Accompanying Majority 
Report. 


WHAT 
THE 
MINORITY 
SAY 


The L atter’s Able Defense of the 
Mills Bill and True Revenae 
Reform. 


(Associated Presa DisDatchea to th e H e r a l d . 
Washington, October 4.—The major­ 
ity report on the Tariff bill declares that 
the dem and for a careful and thorough 
revision of the revenue laws is imper­ 
ative : 
First. To reduce the 
National rev­ 
enues, which are now excessive. 
Second. To protect honest importers 
and domestic producers from the disas­ 
trous consequences resulting from fraud­ 
ulent under-valuationB of imported m er­ 
chandise on which ad valorem rates of 
duty are levied. 
Third. To remedy the defects, anom­ 
alies and incongruities which have been 
from time to tim e discovered in the 
tariff schedules, or which have been 
created by erroneous decisions of the 
Treasury Department. 
Fourth. To secure the proper read­ 
justm ent and equalization of tariff rates 
rendered necessary by modified busioes 
conditions, improvements in m ethods of 
production, or radical changes in prices 
as brought about by new elements or 
sources of competition. 
Fifth. To give relief and protection to 
the many industries now suffering on 
account of inadequate rates levied on 
competing products. 
The public dem and for a reduction of 
the revenue, the majority report says, is 
the more urgent on account of the inex­ 
cusable retention in the National Treasury 
or on deposit in National Banks, of vast 
sums of money in excess of the am ount 
required to pay the current demands 
upon the Treasury, and to meet the 
maturing obligations of the Government. 
Tnis sum with the additions which will 
accrue within the next four months 
and 
before 
any 
legislative 
actions 
reducing the revenue can be effective, it 
declares will be sufficient to pay in full 
the outstanding 4.!'« per cent, bonds due 
in 1891, and amounting to $221,000,000. 
This accumulation, it insists, could and 
should have been profitably avoided and 
the possibility 
of business 
disaster 
averted. A prompt return of the monev 
collected from the people to the channels 
of trade, through the purchase of United 
States bonds th at could at all times have 
been obtained for prices which the Gov­ 
ernm ent would have been equal to the 
investment of otherwise 
unprofitable 
funds at a rate of interest of not less than 
2 per cent. 
The majority expresses its conviction 
of the inadequacy of the House bill as a 
remedial measure for the reasons: 
First. It would probably increase in­ 
stead of reduce the revenue. 
Second. It provides no remedy for 
under-valuations, but on the contrary in- 
vitea and gives im m unity to fraud by 
substituting ad valorem for specific du­ 
ties, and 
Third. It does not remedy any equali­ 
ties or anomalies or cure any defects in 
the existing law. 
] If foreign manufacturers, the majority 
says, should, through changes made in 
the cotton and wool schedules, secure a 
quarter of the m arket now held by 
American manufacturers (and this, it 
thinks, a very conservative estim ate) the 
additional duty would reach at least 
$60.000,000. 
The expansion of imports, 
it declares, would also follow a reduction 
of the rates on china, porcelain, common 
window-glass, manufactures of iron and 
steel, flax, jjite, hem p and manv minor 
manufactures, with great augmented 
revenues. 
It declares th a t the House 
bill perpetuatos the existing infirmities 
by its obscurities and faulty construction; 
its doubts and ambiguities, which must 
multiply indefinitely. 
Tbe present confusion of results, how­ 
ever, the majority says, which would 
flow from the failures of the bill as a cor­ 
rective measure, would be much less dis­ 
astrous to the material interests of the 
country than those which m ust surely 
follow the adoption of its vicious affirma­ 
tive propositions. The feature which 
most clearly indicates its purpose is the 
proposed substitution of ad valorem for 
specific duties. This could have no other 
result than change rates now protective, 
for others which would not protect. The 
•romoters of this bill m ust have been 
uniliar with the testimony submitted to 
Congress by Secretary Manning, disclos­ 
ing the enormous frauds upon the reve­ 
nue and honest merchants, through 
the 
use of ad 
valorem rates. 
The 
use 
of ad 
valorem 
rates 
had 
been condemned by the experience of 
every commercial nation in the world; 
by the judgm ent of those who have been 
entrusted with the responsibility of cus­ 
toms adm inistration, and by honest im ­ 
porters and merchants as well as by in­ 
telligent political economists and legis­ 
lators of every shade of economic belief. 
W hen business is depressed and foreign 
prices abnorm ally low, when foreign 
competition is most to be feared, and 
when a defensive barrier is most needed 
by domestic producers, then ad valorem 
rates are lowest, protection 
is 
re­ 
duced and the depression 
íb inten­ 
sified. On the other hand, when foreign 
values are highest, rates are highest and 
restriction eularges into prohibition. If 
it is desirable, a sliding scale of duties 
should be adopted; customs ratea should 
increase as foreign prices dim inish. The 
proposal to apply this principle to all 
manufactures of wool would be unsatis­ 
factory and destructive. 
The rate pro­ 
posed in the wool schedule would pre­ 
vent the importation of low grades of 
flannels, blankets and hats of wool, and 
all low and medium grades of cashmeres 
and other cloths which enter in the 
clothing of the great mass of our people, 
but would be insufficient upon all the 
finer classes of dress goods and cloths 
for m en’s wear. 
The majority says that with the excep­ 
tion of silks, wines, liquors, tobacco and 
sugar, every tariff schedule is invaded by 
alterations, made with the hostile spirit 
which pervades the House bill, and that 
nearly all of our industries would feel the 
blighting effects of changes which are 
either inconsiderate or purposely destruc­ 
tive. 
The m ajority says the free-trade tend­ 
ency, partly concealed in these propoei 
tions to cripple or destroy our numerous 
industries, is clearly brought into view 
by an exam ination of the lust of articles 
Which tbe bill proposes to place on the 
free list. 
Of the 104 items from which 
the duties are removed, nearly one-half, 
forty-eight in num ber, are manufactured 
articles, sixteen, agricultural products, 
eleven, articles now free of dnty or with­ 
out commercial importance, and twenty- 
one, articles which now pay a small rev­ 
enue doty, but which are of such a char- 
- • 
lo ltte dntlMi. 


ihout fifty manufactured articles from 
which the duties are proposed to be re­ 
moved by the Mills bill, referring to 
which list the majority say s: This is free 
trade in concrete, and the list furnishes 
conclusive evidence of the intent of the 
House bill, which cannot be neutralized 
by the eleventh-hour disclaimers of its 
supporters. 
Upon investigation it will 
be found that with tho exception of tin 
plates, the supply of the above articles 
for consumption at home is now furnished 
to a great extent by domestic producers, 
whose business would be, in most in­ 
stances, at once destroyed by the adop­ 
tion of this bill. 
The majority report estimates at least 
$500,000,000capital and 300,000 workmen 
are now so employed. 
It declares that 
in many cases where manufactured ar­ 
ticles are placed on the free list the duty 
is retained on the materials from which 
it is m anufactured, and that this dis­ 
crimination would act as a prohibition 
upon production in the country. 
The provisions adm itting 
German 
looking-glass plates free the majority be­ 
lieves the first attem pt which will be 
made in the American tarifl’ to discrim ­ 
inate between the productions of the 
various foreign States, and it thinks it 
an bo safely assumed th at the producers 
of Franee, Belgium and England would 
not consent to this discrimination in 
favor of German manufacturers. In sev­ 
eral cases articles are free under one 
description and dutiable under another. 
In a great num ber of instances the m a­ 
terials used by a manufacturer are d u ti­ 
able at one rate, while the finished pro­ 
duct is dutiable at a lower rate. 
Of free wool, the m ajority says: 
We 
have been recently advised by the Presi­ 
dent of the United States th at in any 
tariff revision, such a reliance upon the 
revenue arrangem ents as has been in­ 
vited or encouraged, should be fairly and 
justly regarded, and assured that in the 
reforms inaugurated by his party friends, 
abrupt and radical changes which m ight 
endanger such enterprises and injuri­ 
ously affect the interest of the labor de­ 
pendent upon th eir success and continu­ 
ance, are not contomplated or intended. 
There can be no better test of the sincer­ 
ity of these high-sounding declarations 
than the proposition to put wool on the 
freelist. 
Wool has been dutiable since 
1816, and through all the tariff m utations 
which have taken place since, no sug­ 
gestion has been made by any politi­ 
cal 
party up 
to 
the 
inauguration 
of 
the 
present 
adm inistration 
for 
a removal of the duties. The wool- 
growers of the country produce annually 
300,000,000 pounds of wool, valued at 
$100,000 000. They supply nine-tenths of 
the wool for clothing used by American 
manufacturers, and they have raieed the 
United States to the first rank am ong the 
wool-producing countries by harm onious 
orogress, and the disorganization of this 
abor we are asked to face in the hope 
that with one-sixth of the world’s supply 
of wool cut off we may thereby get 
cheaper wool anti woolens. 
If this hope 
were rational the loss would far out­ 
weigh the gain. 
It is better to m aintain 
the wages of our workingmen and to de­ 
velop our own resources than to aban­ 
don our fields, stop our mills and to look 
to Europe to supply our manufactured 
products. 
The report term s th e Mills bill " a sen­ 
sational bill," And says its provisions 
point to an attem pt to discrim inate in 
favor of the planters of the cotton-grow­ 
ing States—an attem pt made w ith the 
vain hope th at it may bo found possible 
to actiieve the prosperity of one section 
at the expense of another. This discrim ­ 
ination, it says, is not less m arked in 
favor of the people of Canada and againBt 
the farm ers and lum bermen living along 
our northern border from Maine to Ore­ 
gon. 
It treats at length upon the advantages 
of a home m arket for farm products, 
arguing that it is for tho interest of the 
American farm ers th at the num ber of 
of our food consumers rather th an of 
food producers should be the world. 
Those who have by their patient labor 
and intelligent efforts built up this great 
industry, relying for 
security 
upon 
the 
protection 
afforded 
by 
the 
present 
revenue 
arrangem ents, 
are 
certainly entitled 
to fair treatm ent 
and reasonable consideration. They are 
refused 
either by this proposal, in 
selecting theee branches of industry for 
the radical changes which the free trade 
theories enforce. The President and his 
party have m ade it perfectly understood 
in this country and abroad th at their ac­ 
ceptance of those theories is complete, 
and they intend to put the axe to the 
root of the protective system. 
It will be 
noticed th at in 1860, after four years of 
revenue tariff, the total production of 
domestic wool was 00,265,913 pounds, or 
1.7 pounds per capita, while in 1884, 
after twenty-four years of protection, 
the total 
production 
had increased 
to 308,000,000 pounds, or 5.4 pounds 
per 
capita. 
This 
increase 
justifies 
the policy of affording this im portant 
agricultural product adequate protection. 
The development of woolen m anufac­ 
tures in the U nited States has been ar­ 
rested by the inadequate duties th a t were 
imposed on the manufacturers of wool 
by the act of M arch 3, 1883, w hich, 
taken together with the erroneous classi­ 
fication of manufactures of worsted, have 
led to greatly increased im portations 
from England, Germany, France and 
Belgium. 
It is only by the maintenance 
of the American system that the opera­ 
tives in American 
woolen m ills can 
hopo 
to 
retain 
the 
im mense ad­ 
vantages in respect to wages which they 
have over workingmen engaged in Ger­ 
many and France. The protection of 
the allied industries of woolens has not, 
however, been beneficial alone to persons 
employed in woolen mills. It has at the 
same time helped to increase the wages 
and rew ard of farm hands. 
It has en­ 
abled us to raise and sell 300,000,000 
pounds of wool, where 60,000,000 pounds 
were raised, and to employ onerativea in 
working up 400,000,000 pounds where 
but 86,000,000 pounds were manufac­ 
tured. 
Coincident with this constant 
advance in wages and enlarged employ­ 
ment, there has been a great redaction 
in the cost of woolen goods to American 
consumers. Free trade in wool, and a 
bare revenue duty for woolens, wonld 
compel the farm ers to raise other crops 
of which th e supply is already greater 
than the dem and, and it would close the 
factories in which many millions of capi­ 
tal are invested, rob the arm y of opera­ 
tives in em ploym ent and force drown 
tbe wages of all others. 
It is true, the report says, th at the de­ 
cline in the pricesol agricultural products 
has been very great, but the value of 
these, when measured by the valne of 
farm utensils or other necessities of a 
farm er's life, is m uch greater now than 
in any of the years preceding 1860. 
The report further say s: After m onths 
spent in violent attacks npon the protec­ 
tive system , and when fortunately the 
pie of the country have become thor< 


assumed th at the retention of the aver­ 
age rate of 42.78 per cent, on dutiable 
merchandise, is conclusive evidence that 
the bill has no free trade tendencies. 
The m ajority defnes a free-trade coun­ 
try as one which does not impose protec­ 
tive duties upon its importations, and 
says: 
A careful comparison of the pro­ 
visions of the House bill, now under con­ 
sideration, with the detailed suggestions 
contained in its resolutions, will show 
with what fidelity the programme of the 
Free Trade Conference, held in Chicago 
in 1885, has been followed in every essen­ 
tial particular. 
The controversy, it says, 
however, between the opponents ana 
friends of the bill under consideration, is 
not one over nam es or phrases. 
It is a 
contest between those who support and 
those who oppose the American system 
of defensivo duties, and this conflict is as 
irrepressible as th at which was waged be­ 
tween the respective friends of freedom 
and slavery. 
The m ajority deny the charge that a 
war tariff is being maintained in a time 
of profound 
peace, and express the 
opinion th at the sections of the House 
bill intended to modify the existing laws 
relating tb tax on distilled spirits, are 
certain to open wide doors to fraud in 
the collection of taxes on distilled spirits. 
In conclusion, the report says: The 
excessive duty of from 2 to 3}4 cents per 
pound now imposed upon sugar adds a 
considerable sum to the daily cost of 
living of every family in the United 
States, where in most cases the cost of 
sugar íb greater than the cost of bread. 
The high rates of duty which have been 
levied upon this im portant article of food 
have not 
successfully developed the 
sugar-producing industry in the United 
States. The great natural advantages 
which tbe producers of cane sugar in the 
tropical islands have over those of the 
United States, preclude domestic compe­ 
tition upon equal terms. 
If it were not 
for the fact th a t parties are interested in 
the production of sugar from sorghum 
and beets, and its confidence in the 
rapid development of these industries in 
the United States, the committee would 
recommend a still greater reduction in 
the rate of duty on sugar, as the advan­ 
tages of th at reduction would be felt 
throughout a large area than any other 
which could 
be 
made in our tariff 
schedules. 
Your Comm ittee have considered a 
num ber of suggestions for the repeal of 
all the internal revenue tax and the 
abolition of the internal revenue system, 
but they deem the adoption of this 
course at present both impracticable and 
unw ise; not only because the repeal of 
these taxes would create a large annual 
deficit, but for the further reason that the 
tax levied on distilled spirits used as 
beverages and on beer, should be re­ 
tained, and _ the legislation to protect 
American dairy products from fraudulent 
im itations should be enforced.

The report of the m inority makes a 
docum ent of twelve printed pages. It 
begins with the statem ent that in the 
preparation of a substitute for the House 
bill no m em ber of the minority of the 
Committee was consul .«d or informed as 
to its provisions until it was reported to 
the full Committee on the 25th of Sep­ 
tem ber. 
The report recites the work of the 
Sub-Committee in hearing the state­ 
ments, argum ents and appeals of m anu­ 
facturers and others, who dem and that 
the present high rate of tarifl' taxation 
shall be m aintained, and in most in­ 
stances prompted not by revenue necessi­ 
ties, but alone for the purpose of increas­ 
ing their own pro6ts at the expense of 
60,000,000 tax-payers. 
Continuing it 
say s: It is safe to say that all the inter­ 
ests benefited by the high protective 
tariff have been fully heard and have 
had much influence in shaping this sub­ 
stitute, while the great body of the peo­ 
ple, the tax-payers and victims of this 
policy, have not appeared and have not 
been heard. 
It is then said that the short time the 
substitute has been in the hands of the 
M inority, has made it difficult to ascer­ 
tain its effect, but the essential difference 
between the House bill and the Senate 
snbstitute is apparent and radical. At 
the ontset, in the m atter of revenue, the 
one is framed in the interests of the pub­ 
lic Treasury, the other in the interests of 
private pockets. The one is fram ed in 
the interests of the whole people, the 
other in the interest of 300,000 manufac­ 
turers. One is designed to reduce both 
the Governm ent revenue and taxation p 
th at taxation especially which bears the 
heaviest on the necessaries of life; the 
other is intended to reduce,the public 
revenue, but to m aintain private reve­ 
nues by increasing and retaining the 
taxation on all the necessaries of life. 
The advocates of the substitute freelv 
propose to reduce the duties, or abolish 
them on those things which yield only 
a Governm ent revenue, 
but 
refuse 
to reduce 
or 
abolish 
the 
duties 
on those things which produce private 
revenue. B ut the m inority think it safe 
to say th a t the chief reductions in tariff 
taxation, os provided by the substitute, 
are confined to the articles of sugar and 
rice, with jute and a few other uuim- 
portant articles put upon the free list, 
while there is an increase of duties im­ 
posed upon the multiform manufactures 
of cotton, wool, iron and steel, articles 
th at the whole people, and especially 
the poor and most needy classes, are 
compelled to use. 
The substitute re­ 
lieves the non-necessity tobacco in all its 
forms, except cigars, cheroots and cigar­ 
ettes, from internal taxation, and gives 
free alcohol to the arts. Practically the 
substitute offers to 
the 
people 
free 
whiskey and free tocaceo, leaving all the 
expensive machinery for the collection 
of the .revenues and the enforcement of 
the law in full force, while it increases 
the taxation upon the actual and inde- 
spensable necessaries of life. 
The report continues: The rods out of 
which the farm er's wire fence is made 
are not apparently changed in rate, but 
by various changes in classificati n, act­ 
ual and im portant additional burdens are 
imposed. 
A reduction in dutiable value 
from 3K to 3 cents per pound weight, ac­ 
companied this and an additional size, 
No. 6 , added without an apparent change 
of rate, does adroitly increasE the rate 
paid on wire rods of this size, from 45 
per cent, to about 54 per cent, and is an 
increase in wire rods of nearly $300,000 
upon the basis of importations of 1887. 
And there is added a proviso by which 
rods sm aller than No. 6 are classified a* 
wire, and thus effect a third double in­ 
crease of tax in one section, and this is 
called part of a "system ," and rightly so 
called. 
Steel ingots, oogged ingots, bil­ 
lets, bars, etc., now pay 45 per cent, duty

d a t less than 4 cents per pound

substitute, if valued at 1 cent or 
lees they are dutiable at W cent per 
pound; and as some of the item s were 
valued 7-10 of a cent per pound, acoord- 
ing. to the imports of 1887, the rate of 
one-half cent is an increase from 45 to 
over 70 per cent, and nearly a million 
dollars tax is raised by this ont i 
“ 
Use also received their 
“ Janot 
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of honest labor, threatening every class, 
from the poor colored cotton picker, 
whose lew pounds of crop could not get 
to m arket for lack of m eans to wrap, to 
the m erchant and capitalist who had ad­ 
vanced the necessaries id life to sus­ 
tain that labor through the Bed‘*on,and on 
these comes the proposed revision, nol 
with a helping hand, but with other bur­ 
dens, and the cotton ties which their own 
friends had reduced to 35 per cent in 
the tariff of 1883 (one of the bright oase» 
in a desert of ifiiquity), they Omit b; 
nam e but include them in a new classifl 
Cation, so th at instead of 35 per cent it 
m ust pay, according to th e valuation of 
1887, over 100 per cent, adding nearly a 
quarter of million of dollars tax on im ­ 
ported ties, all of which is a loss to the 
cotton producer. 
Even with this they are not content 
and still further tax the struggling agri 
culturist in the schedule, raising the 
duties on trace chains and all other kinds 
less than % of an inch thick, from 2J 
cents, which is equivalent to 44.37 per 
cent., to 3 cents per pound, equivalent to 
a rate of 53.57 per cent. 
Can ingenuity 
go farther than toggers iron should be 
raised from 30 p er cent, to 65 per cen t.; 
th at table cutlery for the poor should be 
raised by specific rates .added to ad val­ 
orem ; that knives for the poor should be 
heavier taxed and made cheaper for the 
rich; th at breech-loading 
shot 
guns 
should be made cheaper for the $20 
grade and dearer for th e $15 grade, by 
making each pay $10 and 25 per cent, ad 
valorem. 
All these and more are no longer start­ 
ling, and prepare the m ind for a thousand 
other inconsistencies 
and discrim ina­ 
tions, hidden by a new and obscure clas­ 
sification th at only tim e and patient in­ 
vestigation will reveal. In the cotton 
schedule again the grand process of 
‘'leveling up” is called into requision, to 
w hat end or for what purpose who can 
say? By changes in classification and 
by new subdivisions, still further compli­ 
cating the adm inistration, and by changes 
in rates, in effect principally increasing 
the taxes, most glaring inconsistencies 
and discriminations are perpetrated in 
this so-called revision. 
In the woolen schedule the substitute 
not only retains a d uty on raw wools, 
but increases the 
duty from ten to 
eleven cents a pound on clothing and 
combing wool, and the existing duty is 
retained 
on 
carpet wools which all 
parties agree are not produced in this 
country; and the changes made in the 
manufactures of wool increases the taxa­ 
tion and to that extent increases the cost 
of 
the 
manufactured 
article, 
and 
especially the cheaper grades, the cloth­ 
ing of the poor. 
The report criticises in a similar m an­ 
ner the lum ber, salt and provisions 
schedules and then discusses the subject 
of Trusts as follows: 
The present tariff 
is tbe nursing mother of trusts. It is the 
wall behind which the combinations are 
formed by which the people are plunder­ 
ed. The tariff keeps out foreign compe­ 
tition, and com binations suppress do 
mestic competion, and the whole people 
are at their mercy and m ust pay w hat­ 
ever is dem anded. Language is inade­ 
quate to describe 
th e 
iniquity 
of 
these 
corporations 
against 
the 
rights 
of the people, or to depict 
their disastrous effects upon the general 
welfare. 
As the tariff rates which ren­ 
der trusts possible, are established and 
m aintained at the special instance of 
those who form them , it would seem but 
simple justice or good policy to tear 
down as much as possible of their cover 
and refuse to longer aid them in wrong­ 
doing. They are not "private affairs” as 
has been asserted, but public evils of the 
gravest character, affecting the price of 
every article which contributes to the 
comfort 
and 
support of 
the 
peo­ 
ple. 
Provisions 
of 
the 
substitute 
favor 
them 
greatly 
and 
will 
serve to 
encourage 
their formation 
in still other branches of manufacture. 
Many of those belonging to the trusts 
appeared before the Finance Committee, 
clamorous for such legislation as would 
promote their interests. 
They are all 
opposed to the House bill, which should 
com mend it to all who condemn their 
efforts. I t is bad enough to perm it those 
who are interested in manufactures to 
appear before our Comm ittees and sug­ 
gest the legislation they wish, but surelv 
we should not listen to trusts and aid 
them to rob with both hands. 
The report then continues: 
The m i­ 
nority cannot pass by in silence the ab­ 
surd accusation th at (he House bill 
means "F ree Trade,” “ the ruin of indus­ 
try ” and "degradation 
of American 
labor.” These charges are as false as 
they are m isleading. It would seem that 
no man can propose to cut off excessive 
taxation without subjecting him self to 
the charge of "F ree Trade.” True, the 
Government revenues m ight be reduced 
by 
making the duties so high as 
to 
prevent 
im portations 
altogether, 
but th a t is the other end of the 
rod which increases the taxes paid 
to private persons. If the first method 
of reduction leads to free trade, the 
other leads to plunder, which is worse. 
It is safe to say that there is not a Sena­ 
tor in this body or a man in any way 
prom inent in the councils of the Republi­ 
can party, who at any tim e, or another, 
has not adm itted the necessity of reduc­ 
ing taxes in order to stop the surplus. 
They are therefore free traders and de­ 
sire the ruin of industry and the dem or­ 
alization of labor. The Minority respect­ 
fully subm it that they are the enemies of 
American labor who supplant it with the 
labor of unnaturalized foreigners when­ 
ever they can be got cheap. 
In conclusion the report say s: We are 
firmly convinced that beside the adva n- 
tages to the whole country which would 
result from placing wool upon the free 
list, it is easily dem onstrative that each 
will reap his share of the benefit. W ith a 
consumption of 60,000,000 pounds of raw 
wool in 1887, and a population of 60,000,­ 
000, the average per capita consumption 
is easily reckoned at ten pounds, or fifty 
pounds for the average fam ily of five per­ 
sons, and the Northern farm er constantly 
exposed to the rigor of our winters, con­ 
sumes something more than the average. 
It requires from three to four pounds 
to make a pound of cloth. 
So that from 
twelve to sixteen pounds of woolen cloth­ 
ing for the family will be seen to be a 
low average. 
This is now taxed from 
55 to nearly 90 per cent. The manufac­ 
turer is not benefited because his finished 
product comes into competition w ith the 
foreign product, made not only from un­ 
taxed wool, but cheaper wool. 
If the 
tax be taken off wool, we will import 
more wool, of course, and in no other 
way 
can 
our 
great 
factories pros­ 
per, because th eir capacity is beyond 
our own wool production. 
W hen the 
factories are turning out more product, 
the employees have steadier work and 
better wages, and indirectly, of course, 
the whole country is benefited. Under 
th e House bill th e m anufucturers, with 
free wool, secure even a higher com- 
S 
títive advantage over th e foreign trade 
an under the present law. The man 
n facturera will export woolen goods ai 
we now export cotton and leather, and 
the demand for wool will bo better. Tbe 
wool market will eaooorege increased 
prodoctkm. while the a v ec e» wool 


ever did from the tax on bis product, 
which he m ust himself pay. The m i­ 
nority, therefore, dissenting from the re­ 
port of the majority, commend to the 
Senate and country the bill of the House 
of Representatives, as a measure of the 
reduction of taxes, based alike upon jus­ 
tice and gq$d policy.

REPORT. 


Foreign end Domestic News—An­ 
other C hapter Added to the 
London H orrors. 


(Associated Press Dlsnatcnes to the H iraldI 


W ashington, October 4. — General 
Joseph E. Johnston, Commissioner of 
R ailroads, in his annual report to the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior, states that the rail­ 
roads south of the Uaion and Central Pa­ 
cific and east of California, have been in- 
epected during the year by Hassard, the 
Engineer of the office. The Commissioner 
inspected th e Union and Central Pacific 
and all the roads in California and Ore­ 
gon connected with the latter, and those 
in Washington Territory. “ These roads, 
th e Commissioner says, -“ are all in a very 
satisfactory condition. 
They were well 
built originally, and have been kept in 
excellent order since; steel rails have 
been substituted for iron almost every­ 
where. 
An examination of the books and 
accounts of tbe subsidised companies, 
nam ely, the Union 
Pacific, 
Central 
Pacific, Sioux City and Pacific, and Cen­ 
tral Branch of the Union Pacific, was 
made by W. M. Thompson, assistant 
book-keeper, and J . Kemper, clerk. It 
included a comparison of the reports of 
the companies made to the Commis­ 
sioner with their books and accounts. 
No errors or discrepancies were detected. 
The report shows th at on December 
31, 1887, the Union Pacific had disposed 
of 12,944,781 acres of land, the total cash 
receipts from all sales am ounting to 
$29,395,255. 
There rem ained outstand­ 
ing on account of time sales, $13,538,861. 
The average price per acre for all 
mles^was $2.53 for th e 
Union divi­ 
sion ; 
$3.72 for tbe K ansas division; 
$4.24 for the Denver division. 
The com­ 
parative statem ent of the funded debt of 
the Union Pacific shows th at December 
31, 1887, the amount of bonds outstand­ 
ing was $115,508,639; n et decrease for 
the year, $1,788,472. The revenues of 
the road for the year 1887 aggregated 
$25,129,515; expenses, $19,297,981; sur- 
f 
lup, $5,831,534. The debt of the Union 
acifc, December 31, 1887, was $222,­ 
169,431, of which $60,868,500 was capital 
stock; increase for the year, $1,801,183; 
assets, $266,451,136; net increase, $8,­ 
858,358; net increase in the surplus, 
$7,057,132. The total earnings of aided 
portions of the road were $17,473,276; 
increase $1,149,423; expenses $11,439,­ 
7 7 3; decrease $350,018. The funded debt 
of the Central Pacific December 31.1887, 
was $87,735,680; a decrease of $1,817,000. 
The revenues for the year were $15,232,­ 
7 2 5; expenditures $13,723,205.
